FOUND IN NEW ORLEANS 


Four Thousand Rats Examined 


Bacteriologically Without 


Discovering Infected One. 
NEW ORLEANS, July 13.—An- 
Other case of bubonic plague, the fifth 
discovered here since the disease appear- 
ed here two weeks ago, was founi 
yesterday. Dr. W. C. Rucker, assistant 
Surgeon-General of the United States 
Health Service, was called in to diag- 
nose the case of a negro woman who 
became ill Thursday and found a typi- 
cal bubonic plague case. The woman 
was employed in a restaurant within 
two blocks of where the first case was 
found. 

The fathe- of the woman also em- 
ployed at the restaurant, said that he 
head killed two rats in the establishment 
which appeared to be suffering. He dis- 
posed of both of the rats, which health 
officials have not found. 

The number of rats bacteriologically 
examined here since the first plague 
case is .pproximately four thousand. 
No infected rat has been found.

BERRY IN A WINDSTORM 


Goodyear Will Be One of 
Three United States Entrants 
in International Event. 


E. S. Cole of St. Louis, pilot of the 
balloon San Francisco 1915, whose where- 
abouts were unknown for % hours after 
the seven other contestants in the na- 
tional balloon race had been heard 
from, reported, in a message which 


reached St. Louis at 1 p. m. Monday, 
that he landed at 10 a. m. Sunday near 
McLeansboro, Ill., about 115 miles south- 
east of St. Louis. 

This showed the Goodyear of Akron, 
O., piloted by R. A. D. Preston, with 
M. D. Tremelin as aid, to be the winner 
of the contest. The Goodyear landed 
Sunday at Constance, Ky., near the 
Ohio river and %0 miles east of St. 
Louis. The six others landed in Illinois 
and Indiana. All started from 8t. Louis 
Saturday evening. 

Crossed River Sunday. 

Cole’s telegraphic report showed that 
he had no unusual adventures, but sim- 
ply took his time about wiring in. He 
said the San Francisco drifted west 
from St. Louis and made a circle of the 
city and suburbs, crossing the Missis- 
sippi near the Chain of Rocks at 3 a. 
m. Sunday. 

The intense heat of Saturday evening 
and Sunday tended to exhaust the gas 
and cut all flights comparatively short 

Pilot Preston of the Goodyear wil) 
be tne third representative on the ('nit- 
ed States team in the International Bal- 
loon race from Kansas City Oct 6 His 
teammates are Ralph Upson, also of 
Akron, and Ctp.

Louls. Upson and Honeywell won their 
places on the team by their victories 
in the 1918 international race from Paris, 
in which Upson, with Preston as his 
aid, tinished first with the Goodyear 
John Watts, piilet-of the Kansas City 
Ill, who was injured in landing near 
Enfield, Ill., about 180 miles from St.

The Miss Sofia, which William F. Ass- 
mann of St. Louis piloted, taking no aid, 
was reported down at Flat Rock, IIl., 
about 180 miles east of St. Louis, and 
near the Illinois-Indiana line.

PARENTS DEMAND 


Ball Glove Is Requested in Re- 
turn Claim and Case ls Head- 
ed for Police Court. 


A “September Morn” photograph of 3 
year-old Helen Rolfes of 5523 Old Man- 
chester road, taken last May by Mrs. 
Alvina Leismeister, who lives across the 
street at number 5628, has resulted in a 
mid-July feud between the Rolfes and 
Leismeister families, and will probably 
take them all into police court on some 
warm forenoon in August. 

All the dwellers around Old Manches- 
ter road and Reber place are interested 
in the controversy, and Helen's parents, 
Charles A. Rolfes and his wife, were 
watched by many pairs of eyes as they 
left cheir home Monday morning, saying 
they would call on the City Attorney 
and ask for a summons against their 
neigubors, Anthony Lelismeister and 
wife. The charge will be disturbing the 
peace, they said. 

‘Were Close Friends. 

Mrs. Leismeister is 22 years old, and 
has lived all her life in her present 
residence. Many of the neighbors still 
speak of her as “Miss Tootsie,’’ the 
name by which they knew her when 
she was Miss Steiner. Mrs. Rolfes was 
one of her best friends, and the younger 
Rolfes children, Jeanette, 10 years old, 
and little Helen, were in the Leis- 
meister house almost as much as they 
were in their own. 

Mrs. Leismeister, who has a smal! film 
camera, photographed the Rolfes chil- 
dren in several] poses, and one day last 
May the children went home and told 
their parents that she had posed little 
Helen as ‘‘September Morn” on the rear 
step of her home. 

Mrs. Rolfes’ mother, Mrs. Ellen 
Fromm of 5327 Arsenal street, was at 
the house, and she objected to the idea 
of having such a photograph made. Be- 
cause of her attitude, Mrs. Rolfes went 
to see. Mrse..Leismeister. She said she 
demanded that the film be destroyed and 
that Mra. Leiemeister replied she would 
do no such thing. 

Film Destroyed. 

Mrs. Leismeister says the mother was 
the one who suggested the picture and 
that she first asked for a print of the 
picture and when this was not given to 
her, demanded that the film be de- 
stroyed. Mrs. Leismeister says she de- 
stroyed the film, and that no copy of 
the picture was ever made. 

The only .result of the quarrel at the 
time was that the visits of the Rolfes 
children to the Leismeister home ceased. 
But Sunday Leismeister called on Rolfes 
for the return of a baseball glove which 
he said he loaned to Rolfes’ two sons 
ast summer. He did not get the glove, 
and the two men had an outdoor quar- 
rel which raised the temperature of the 
neighborhood several degrees.

RAISED 20) PER CENT 


Polar Wave and Merchants 
Companies Make New Rate Af- 
fecting Small Consumers. 


WAGE INCREASE IS CAUSE 


Officers Say. Drivers’ Demands 
Increased Delivery Cost; 
Union Is Recognized. 


An average increase of 20 per cent 
in the price of ice to residence con- 
sumers was put in effect Monday by 
the Polar Wave and Merchants’ ice 
companies. The increase was an- 
nounced to be the result of granting 
increases in the wages of ice wagon 
drivers and helpers who have been en 
strike recently, or who threatened to 


strike unless given the increase. 

The residence customers of _ the 
Polar Wave Co. will now pay a mini- 
mum of 80 cents per 100 pounds, and 
consumers purchasing ice with 6-ceni 
tickets will pay a rate of 40 cents 
per 100 pounds, instead of 380 cents 
as before. The Merchants’ Ice and 
Coal Co. will charge all residence 
consumers at a rate of 30 cents per 
100 pounds, irrespective of quantity 
used daily, 

12% Pounds for 5 Cents, 

The Polar Wave has been selling ice 
at 16 pounds for five cents. The rew 
schedule is 12% pounds for: five cents. 
Books for 1000 pounds of ice, that sold 
for $4, will continue to sell at that price. 
Books for 2000 pounds that sold for $5.30 
will cost $6, and books for 5000 pounds 
that sold for $12.50, will sell for $15. The 
user Of 2000-pound books formerly en- 
joyed a rate of 274% cents per 100 pounds, 
and those who bought 5000-pound books 
were paying a rate of 25 cents per 100, 
A rate of 3 cents will be paid under the 
new schedule for any kind of book. 

Union’s Demands Granted. 

John Muckermann, an official of 
the Polar Wave company, told a re- 
porter that the company had signed 
a contract with the drivers and help- 
ers Saturday, agreeing to recornize 
the wnleéf and pay the union acale. 
The drivers held a finai me.fing Fri- 
day night which lasted until 8 a. Wii., 
at which they decided to go on strike 
unless the union demands were con- 
ceded. The company therefore agreed 
to employ only union men on the 
wagons and pay them the _ scale, 
which is $17 a week for drivers and 
$15 for helpers. 


Muckermann said the raise in resi- 
dence ice rates was made necessary by 
the increase in wages. The drivers had 
been receiving $15 a week until a few 
weeks ago, when the company volun- 
tarily increased many of them to §17 3 
week in anticipation of the union de 
mands, he said.. Helpers had been paii 
$12 a week. 

Muckermann said there would be no 
further increases ir ice rates unless it 
was found that the increased cost of 
delivery made it necessary. 

Union organizers were trying to or- 
ganize the Polar Wave men when 
Charles W.. Whitelaw, president of the 
company, had the employes called to- 
gether on July 1 to vote by secret bal- 
lot whether they preferred to join the 
union or remain independent, announc- 
ing that the men could continue at work 
in either case. 

The result of the vote was a decision 
not to unionize by 186 to 57. Union or- 
ganizers declared the men were coerced 
by the company and that the vote diu 
not represent their real sentiments. 
Meetings of the employes were held aft- 
erward and they decided to unionize: 

Explains the Increase. 

An official of the Merchants’ Ice and 
Fuel Co. told a reporter that the com- 
pany had increased its rates to residence 
consumers from 2% and 27% cents per 
100 pounds to 30 cents. He said the cus- 
tomers who had been paying 30 cents 
per 100 pounds would not pay any mor? 
under the new rate. When aSked if an: 
increase was contemplated on ice fur 
nished to commercial users, he -aid none 
had been decided upon, but an increase 
might be announced if it was found 
necessary to compensate the company 
for the wage increases given drivers and 
helpers. 

The demand of the drivers’ and help- 


fers’ union to all companies was $17 per 


week for ordinary drivers and $19 per 
week for drivers of three-horse wagons, 
and $15 and $16 per week for helpers 
This was a general increase of from 31 
to $3. A 12-hour day and an hour for 
lunch was also stipulated by the strik- 


ers.

SPARKS FLY F 7 
BUDY AS LIVE WIRE 


Traction Company Lineman 
Dies Soon After He Is Taken 
to Ground at Edwardsville. 


Niel Barnett, 22 years old, died Mon- 
day, a few minutes after a fellow work 
man rescued him from the top of a 


McKinley Traction System pole at Ed- 
wardsville, Ill., where he came in con- 
tact with a high-tension wire carrying 
a current of 2300 voltage, which produced 
sparks from. his body. 2 

D. C. McBryan, foreman of the party 
with which Barnett was working, saw 
the sparks fly from Barnett. Climbing 
the pole, he lowered Barnett to the 
ground with a rope which Barnett had 
used to fasten himself securely to a 
cross arm of the pole. 

Barnett, who was repairing signal 
wires on the pole, is said to have 
touched the high-tension wires several 
times without receiving a shock. When 
he established a circuit by touching a 
signal wire at the same time, the 2300 
volts passed through his body. He did 
not regain consciousness. He lived at 
Staunton, Il.

After the frst flight further flights 
were made to get the boat out of the 
water. These were stopped abruptly 
by one of the fins being knocked loose 
by collision with a floating timber. It 
being Sunday and the Curtiss workmen 
being exhausted by the day-and-night 
labor of the past three weeks, further 
work was suspended until mornirg. 

The experiments set us, we hope, on 
the right track; at any rate, the con- 
census of opinion here is that we are 
probably nearer a solution than we have 
been before. A few days ought to de- 
termine whether the America can be 
made, with modifications, to lift the 
transatlantic load out of the water, or 
whether radical change of plane must be 
adopted, such, for instance, as the re- 
bullding of the hull.

Capt. Creagh Osborne has left for 
New York, where he will await the 
shipment of the America to Newfound- 
land. I expressly wish to get the air- 
boat ready to ship North not later than 
thé twenty-fifth, because Capt. Os- 
borne’s leave from the British Admiralty 
is limited. . 

Next to his friendship and skill in 
adjusting the compass, I value the Cap- 
tain’s advice as to meteorlogical con- 
ditions, so I hope he can be at St. 
John's. Capt. Osborne has, howeve-: 
worked out for me an illuminating study 
of weather conditions of the Atlantic, 
and I feel that he has done all that 
friendship and scientific interes. wy

SUCCEED HUERTA 
FAVORS PEACE 


Carbajal Is Not Expected to Op- 
pose Rebels’ Entry Into 
Mexico City. 


ARMY MAY BE KEPT OUT 


Nations Likely to Oppose Car- 
ranza Plan and Insist on 
Peaceful Occupation. 


LONDON,: July 13.—The manager of 
the Mexican Railways cabled today that 
Provisional President Huerta’s Govern- 
ment had ordered him to reconstruct 
the portion of the line near Vera Cruz, 
which was destroyed by the Mexican 
Federal troops when the city of Vera 
Cruz was occupied by the Americans. 


WASHINGTON, July 13.—The City of 
Mexico was looked.to today as the 
place where the next big scene in the 
Mexican situation would be staged. 
With Huerta reported about to quit and 
turn over the office to his new For- 
eign Minister, Francisco Carbajal, hope 
was expressed that a way might be 
found peacefully to transfer the Gov- 
ernment to the Constitutionalists and 
avert military conquest of the Capitol 
by their triumphant forces. 

Carranza has announced his unwilling- 
ness to deal with Carbajal, regarding 
him as the creation of Huerta, Never- 
theless, it has been suggested that par- 
leys for the transition of power might 
take place if Carbajal appeared in the 
role of representative of a faction, rath- 
er than as provisional head of a gov- 
ernment which the Constitutionalists 
refuse to recognize. Carranza, it was 
declared, intended to follow the “plan 
of Guadalupe,” which provides for mili- 
tary occupation of the capital. , 


Nations May Oppose Plan. 
However, several European and South 


American nations, it was said, might 
frown on such a course. They regard 
with apprehension the possibility of 
fighting in Mexico City and forceful as- 
sumption of power without some pre- 
vious guarantee to the populace. It has 
been strongly intimated that iff Car- 
ranza, after Huerta’s elimination, shoul 
insisit upon his original program, dis- 
approval would be manifested by sev- 
eral nations. They might refuse to 
recognize the Constitutionalist leader. 
unless he showed a disposition to give 
some quarter. 

Indications were not lacking, however, 
that a way might be found for the 
transfer of power without much further 
fighting. The impression prevailed wide- 
ly in Washington that hostilities in 
Mexico were near an end. 

All hope for any parley between rep- 
resentatives of Huerta who took part 
in the Niagara proceeding and the Con- 
stitutionalists upon the basis proposed 
by the American envoys practically has 
been abandoned. Carranza has not 
formally replied to the mediators’ pro- 
posals, but official messages from his 
headquarters at Saltillo have indicated 
what his reply would be. Carranza was 
quoted as saying the only thing he 
would accept would be the surrender of 
Huerta and his army. 

Huerta Expected to Fiee. 

Gen. Huerta, it is believed, might flee 
some day this week. Automatically the 
new Foreign Minister, Francisco Car- 
bajal, will assume the role of Provi- 
sional President. 

Carbajal is a man of law. He is less 
than 680 years old. Of an academic 
temperament, he never has served in 
the army. He came into international 
prominence as the envoy of Diaz at the 
Juarez peace conference in 1911 after 
the Madero revolution. He is said to be 
of a conciliatory disposition, anxious 
for the restoration of order and not 
likely to elect to resist with an army 
the approach of the Constitutionalists.

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Sample approached Bryant, then an ut- 
ter stranger to him, introduced himseif 
as a Chicago attorney and said he hai 
employed detectives to shadow Bryant's 
wife and obtain evidence against her. He 
didn’t explain for whom he was acting. 
The evidence had been found, he said, 
and he suggested that if Mr. Bryant 
was to avail himself of the ‘startling 
reports” he had but to call wpon 
Attorney Bradbury. The meeting was 
in Chicago. The amazed Bryant 
hastened to New York and saw Brad- 
bury, with the result that divorce pro- 
ceedings were bought. The recorder 
found for the plaintiff, but the proceed- 
ings were not passed upon by Justice 
Page. 

Not many weeks after Gov. Brewer 
had watched Miss Blood’s performance 
at Jackson, Sample saw Miss Blood ir. 
San Francisco, where he informed her 
that if she wished to sever the bonds 
tying her to her husband he knew how 
she could do it.

Boyesen Entertains Actors. 


Boyesen attended a performance of 
‘The Kingdom of Destiny” and was ‘‘so 
puzzled by its psychology” that he 
sought an audience with its author and 
star. So pleased was Boyesen with the 
actor that he invited him, Miss Power 
and other members of the company to a 
luncheon at the Hotel Claypool, where 
he introduced them to his good friend 
Sample, whom ‘“‘he had been fortunate 
enough to run across.”’ 

Sample immediately took a strong lik- 
ing to Davis. In fact, he thought so 
much of him that when the troupe left 
town he spent four weeks in the cities 
they visited and returned to Chicago 
with them. Here Davis suspected all 
was not right and refused to have fur- 
ther to do with the detective. From the 
time the “man of mystery” began to 
hunt for evidence which would win di- 
vorces for Miss Blood and Bryant, hard- 
ly a week has not passed that he has 
not seen the actress and conferred with 
her. 

Sample has bobbed up in the most un- 
expected places and at most unexpected 
times. In July last year he jumped from 
New York to Los Angeles, Cal., where 
Miss Blood was playing a two weeks’ 
engagement. Then to Frisco, Portlana 
and back to Frisco.

He told me little about the cases ex- 
cept that they were theatrical people 
and that they were on this trip; and 
that he had asked some of the mem- 
bers of the troupe to come and see 
me.

CHICAGO, July 13.—Mrs. Ethel Shef- 
field, 30 years old, wife of George Shef- 
field, tenor in the choir of the Oak Park 
Presbyterian Church, killed herself by 
saturating her clothing with gasoline 
and setting herself on fire in her home, 
4654 Beacon street. 

She set fire to herself at 11 o’clock 
Saturday morning and died at her home 
at ll o’clock that night. The police 
knew nothing of the occurrence until 
notified by the Coroner at 10 a. m. yes- 
terday. 

The Coroner had been informed by A.

Suffered From Melancholy.

Sheffield, wife of George Sheffield, a 
former St. Louie choir singer, will 
shock many friends of Mr. and Mrs.

They lived until last fall at the Lu- 
cerne Apartments, Taylor and McPher-.

uncovered and thereby-—give immunity 
to all, not only as to prosecution but 
to the stigma of exposure as well. 

“This investigation has demonstrated 
that the monopoly theory of those con- 
trolling the New Haven was unsound 
and mischievous in its effects: To 
achieve such monopoly meant the reck- 
less and scandalous expenditure of 
money; it meant the attempt to control 
public opinion; corruption of govern- 
ment; the attempt to pervert the politi- 
cal and economic instincts of the people 
in insolent defiance of law. Through 
exposure of the methods of this mo- 
nopoly the invisible Government which 
has gone far in its efforts to domi- 
nate New England has been made vis- 
ible. 

“It has been clearly proven how pub- 
lic opinion was distroyed; how officials 
who were needed and who could be 
bought were bought; how newspapers 
that could be subsidized were subsi- 
dized, how a college professor and pub- 
licists secretly accepted money from 
the New Haven, while masking as a 
representative of a great American uni- 
versity and as the guardians of the in- 
terests of the people; how agencies of 
information to the public were prosti- 
tuted wherever they could be procured 
in order to carry out a scheme of pri- 
vate transportation monopoly imperial 
in its scope.

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MURDER THEORY 


Drawing Indicates Assassin Could

FREEPORT, N. Y., July 13.—Investi- 
gation of the murder of Mrs. Louise 
Bailey in the office of Dr. Edwin Car- 
man, June 30, has led District Attorney 
Smith to form a new theory which is 
in direct contradiction to that urged by 
Dr. Carman, that the murdezer had 
planned to kill. him and not his patient.

OF DR. CARMAN! 
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COLOMBIA-TREATY 


Says Question Is That Estrange- 
ment Exists and Not How 
- It Was Caused. 


WASHINGTON, July 13—Secretary 
Bryan issued a statement last night 
defending the proposed treaty to settle 
difficulties between the United . States 
and Colombia over the separation of 
Panama. The treaty has met with vig- 
.orous opposition in the Senate, and for- 
mer President Roosevelt has attacked 
it as a vehicle for the payment of 
“blackmail,” 


Bryan declared that regardless of 
whether Colombia has a just grievance 
against her more powerful neighbor, no 
oen would deny that through the sepa- 
ration of Panama the former country 
suffered great fihancial loss, consider- 
ably more than the $25,000,000 which the 
United States would pay under the 
treaty. 

As to the expression of regret on tue 
part of the American Government, to 
which opponents of the pending conven: 
tion offer the bitterest objection. tho 
Secretary said this was almost identical 
with a similar expression in the Dubois 
memorandum on the basis of which the 
Taft administration unsuccessfully 
sought to placate Colombia. 

The statement says in part: 

“Colombia feels that she has been 
aggrieved and whatever may be said as 
to whether or not this feeling is justi- 
fied, no one will deny that she has 
sustained great financial loss in the 
separation of Panama. Before the 
separation took place this Government 
offered Colombia $10,000,000 for the canal 
route and $260,000 a year for 100 years.

WASTE OF FOODSTUFF.

Kentucky distillers have organized to cut down 
whisky production and are trying to unite Ohio, 
Indiana and ‘Hilinois. in. the program to produce 
20,000,000 gallons less in 1914 than in 1913. They 
sex this movement is not a result of increased 
prohibition area, claiming that in four years con- 
sumption of whisky in the United States has risen 
from 20,000,000 gallons annually to 35,000,000. 
Their reason for restriction of output is that in 
the same period production has inereased from 
20,000,000 to 46,000,000 - annually.

GYROSCOPIC COMPASS. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 


The day ef the magnetic compass, the! Some 


sailor’s needle, is passing. On warships 
and the great liners it is being replaced 


} by the gyroscopic compass, which oper- 


ates on the principle that the axle of a 
rapidly rotating disc tends to align ftself 
with the axis of the earth. This axle is 
now the “needle.” The shaft of every 
fly wheel, dynamo, and motor is striving 
in vain against its bearings to turn to 
the geographic north. The direct action 
of the earth which causes this is feeble. 
So in the gyroscopic compass this is 
reinforced by electric power té act in- 
stantly at any turn of the ship and 
thus keep the axle of the disc always 
pointing north. — 

In 1851 the French physician, M. Fau- 
cault, while demonstrating the rotation 
of the earth, detected this éffect of the 
earth’s action on the gyroscope that he 
was using.

deviation caused by the fact that a steel 
phip is itself a magnet.
